Some of the ex-mayors in Palestine, present* 
ly residing in Syria, have also been invited to attend thit 
conference. 

2 * The Mufti will preside over these sessions and discussions will 
be held to determine ways and means of setting up a new Palse* 
tine State in Gasa. The Mufti hopes that ths Egyptian govern* 
sent can be pursuaded to reach an understanding with ths Mufti, 
(Field Corenent: It seems extremely unlikely that the Egyptian 

government would be willing to aiscuss such a topic with the 
Mufti).
